NEWS and NOTES....... 


In ATTENDANCE at the XIV International 
Ornithological Congress held at Oxford University 
were Dr. and Mrs. Robert T. 
Orr. The Congress began on 
on) ; July 24 and closed with a 
gathering at Trinity College 
on July 30. Some 750 orni- 
thologists and their families 
were involved, thus making 
it the largest such meeting 
of its kind ever held. 

Prior to Oxford, the Orrs were in London where 
considerable time was spent at the British Museum 
of Natural History in consultation with members of 
the staff and discussions on marine mammal taxon- 
omy as well as examining pertinent collections. 

Subsequently, the Associate Director and his wife 
journeyed to south central England and various spots 
in France, Italy, Greece and Spain. They returned to 
the CAS on August 25th. 


Aiso ABROAD in July and August 
with several special missions to keep were Dr. and 
Mrs. G Dallas Hanna. After a trip to Scotland, they 
journeyed to London for meetings of the Royal 
Microscopical Society which were held July 19 
through 22. His Majesty, Prince Philip who is the 
Society’s President, opened the Assembly. At the 
British Museum of Natural History, Dr. Hanna 
photographed some west American shells which 
will be reproduced in subsequent CAS publications. 
The Hannas also visited the legendary geological 
exposures in Dorset. 


Then it was on to France for more photographing 
of shells in the Baja California collection at the 
Natural History Museum in Paris. From there, they 
went to Amsterdam and to Copenhagen. “Doc” was 
particularly interested in the geological museum’s 
information on the diatom-bearing formations of 
Denmark. 

After a polar flight, the Hannas reached Anchor- 
age where, at the University of Alaska, they were 
part of a panel formed by the National Academy of 
Sciences for further discussions of the 1964 earth- 
quake. They have been part of this research project 
since its inception. They returned to San Francisco 
and the Academy on August 22. 


Tue STAFF OF Morrison 
Planetarium was host to some 200 guests present 
in the Bay Area for the Western Amateur Astrono- 
mers Convention held August 17-20. 

The group toured the Planetarium facilities, saw 
a film, “Stars Over San Francisco,” and enjoyed the 
summer spectacular sky show, “Life on Other 
World.” 


Bar: S. HERALD, Associate Director 
for Steinhart Aquarium, left the Academy on August 
17 to attend the Pacific Science Congress held in 
Tokyo August 22-28. There, he presented a paper 
on the ultraviolet sterilization of sea water and fresh 
water as performed at Steinhart. On September 3, 
Dr. Herald was due to go to Calcutta where, through 
the aid of the firm of Sausman and Sons (dealers in 
animals), he was to study and possibly capture a 
blind Gangetic dolphin known as susu. He hoped, 
despite evident transportation difficulties ,to obtain 
one of these rare animals for display in the Aqua- 
rium. We will keep you posted on the success of Dr. 
Herald’s mission. 


A LETTER TO HIS COLLEAGUES 
in the Department of Entomology indicates that Dr. 
Edward S. Ross’ current collecting trip through 
various parts of Africa is off to a good, if damp, 
start. His correspondence came from Herbel, Liberia, 
and was dated August 11. “The voyage was much 
prolonged by constant rains in the two previous ports 
of call, and a delay in getting a berth at Monrovia’s 
three-ship dock. Customs was easy, and I received 
complete exemption even from inspection. Fortun- 
ately, the Commission of Customs had seen our TV 
show, ‘Insect Safari,’ and we were well-known and 
understood. 


“Tt is extremely wet here and field work is con- 
siderably limited. It gets drier and drier as one moves 
inland (north). We will spend the next ten days or 
so in upper Liberia. Most of the time will be spent 
in the Nimba Mountains (the highest relief in W. 
Africa), rising about 4000 feet. Shortly thereafter 
we will cross into the Ivory Coast and turn north... 
Northward we pass into savanna and, we hope, some 
blue sky... 

“In spite of all the rain, I’ve had some good col- 
lecting. Among other insects, the strangest were 
orange cecidomyids with very long necks and beaks 
adapted to reach forward to suck sweets from ants 
as they attend scale insects. All this is done in flight 
in the company of tiny Harpagomyia mosquitoes 
which feed solely in this manner.” 

Dr. Ross and his party will be in Africa for the 
next several months.

In 1962, he was promoted to head 
usher and then the following year—because of a 
quickly recognizable ability—became a planetarium 
lecturer.

His job with Morrison entails 
assistance in designing the shows and implementing 
them as well as the day-to-day administration of the 
busy department. 

His ambition is to remain in planetarium work 
with the accent on astronomy education. He likes 
to hike, camp, and is an enthusiastic listener to jazz.
